WasMngrton —Gft— The supreme 


court today set aside the death sen- 
tences imposed on seven Negroes at 
Scottsboro, Ala. 


The ruling by the court means 


that the cases will go back to Ala- 
bama courts for a new trial. 


.The highest court upheld the con- 


- tention of counsel for the Negroes, 
convicted of assaulting two wMte 
girls, that they had not had a fair 


• trial. The decision by Justice Su- 
therland reviewed in detail the 
' charges and the grounds on which 
the appeal was taken. He said it 
was necessary in deciding the case 
to- consider only whether the rights 
, of the men to have counsel was de- 
nied and whether this infringed the 
due-process clause of the fourteenth 
amendment. . 
Justice Sutherland said that the 


men from the time of their arraign- 
ment to the beginning of trial had 
been, substantially denied counsel 
at-a time such representation was 
of vital importance in properlyrpre- 
serving the Tights of the defend- 
ants. 
He'suggested-the cases had been 


forced to trial without proper pre- 
paration by counsel 
^AIT other grounds for seeking to 
have the conviction set aside were 
passed over by the justice as of no 
material weight. 
In the-,decision, which ordered 
the case, back for another trial, Jus- 
tice Sutherland said the question 
whether the 14th amendment guar- 
anteed the right of counsel had"not 
been, -previously decided by the 
highest court. He then pointed out 
at length the need of counsel' for 
preparation of eases'to preserve the 
rights ofx litigants.

13 persons 'were arrested and an 
offieer'sent to a hospital as the re- 
sult of-a" brisk ""clash on capitol 
grounds between a group of demon- 
strators demanding freedom for the 
Negroes ,and police. 
The group, comprising about 100, 


marched up Capitol frill toward the 
supreme court after being told they 
would not be allowed to parade. 
There was a" short but sharp strug- 
gle. Night sticks rose and fell In a 
few minutes most of the marchers 
were headed back the way they" 
came. • - - 
' The injured policeman, George 
Walker, was set upon outside the 
entrance ,to the capitol grounds. He 
was ""beaten and kicked but return- 
ed to Ms post after first aid treat- 
ment. 
Justice Butler, in announcing his 
dissent,, said the seven, had a fair 
trial and had been given the bene- 
fit of counsel. He 'buote'd from thfe 
decision of the Alabama Supreme 
court to sustain this position. 
" It must be inferred from* the rec- 
ord, he said, that an able attorney 
had-acted for the defendants from 
the beginning. ~H.e insisted the' coun- 
sel-for the defendants had been in 
no'way intimidated in the full dis- 
charge of their duty to .their clients, 
-Justice Butler insisted the evi- 
dence sustained the guilty verdict. 
" The decision entered state fields 
never before touched upon by the 
highest court, he said. Justice Mc- 
Reynolds joined in" the views 'of 
Justice Butler.

Berlin—CR—German voters threw 


Adolph Hitler and his Fascists for a 
decisive foss in Sunday's general 
election, but at the same time their 
ballots failed to lift the huge polit- 
ical question mark that was hung 
over five such elections this year. 


Just how effectively was turned 


aside the rush of the brown shirted 
Nazi is told most adequately by the 
final figures of the tabulators. 


Whereas Hitler commanded 230 


seats in the Reichstag chosen on 
July 31, he failed to muster more 
than 195 yesterday, a drop of 35. 
His percentage of the popular vote 
suffered accordingly, going down 
from 37.7 to 33. 
What little drift there was went 


to the extreme left or to the ex- 
treme right, th'e Communists win- 
ning 100 seats against their pre- 
vious "89, and the Nationalists tak- 
ing 51 against their former 37. 
But the Junker chancellor, Franz 


von Papen, remained at the helm 
with the support of the veteran 
President von Hindenburg. 
The 


Nationalist gains were as nothing 
toward controlling the Reichstag, 
but left him the hope that he might 
bargain for a 
Reichstag-tolerated 


government.

Washington —(33— The convic- 
tion of William Grau on the charge 
of violating the proMbition law at 
Newport, Ky., and Ms - sentence to 
five -years imprisonment was set 
aside today by-the supreme - court 
Grau contended the search .war- 


rants on wMch evidence- against 
Mm was obtained were illegal. 
A'still was found on Ms premises, 


but Grau answered that the location 
was Ms residence: He said suffi- 
cient' grounds had not been, pre- 
sented to justify the issue . of . a 
search" warrant and tried to have 
the evidence obtained in the raid 
suppressed. 


Grau was convicted of the un- 


lawful manufacture of'wMsky and 
possession of property designed for 
the unlawful manufacture of intoxi- 
cating liquors. 


The court said the objection to af- 


fidavits upon which the warrant 
was issued was "weE taken and the 
warrant consequently was without 
lawful foundation." 


Discussing the principal affidavit 
the court said it "fails to state the 
place to be searched is not a private 
dwelling and the record affirma- 
tively shows it was. . . . Indeed 
no facts are given from which sale, 
on or, off the premises described, 
necessarily is to be inferred." The 
court said the broad construction of 
the prohiibtion act by the court of 
appeals "unduly narrows" the guar- 
anties of the fourth amendment to 
the constitution." 


"A search warrant may issue on- 


ly upon evMence*TvMch would be 
competent in the trial of the of- 
fense before a jury; and would 
lead a man of prudence and cau- 
tion to believe that the offense has 
been committed. Tested by these 
standards the affidavit was insuffi- 
cient," the court said. 


Justices Stone and Cardozo dis- 


sented, recording themselves as be- 
lieving the judgment should be af- 
firmed.

Thousands Freed from 


Penitentiaries in Italy 


Rome —(.55— Political prisoners, 


both those confined in peniten- 
tiaries and deported to penal is- 
lands, to the number of 1,234 have 
been released 
from 
confinement 


under Premier Mussolini's decree 
of amnesty, the most extensive 
ever promulgated in Italy. 


Between 15,000 .and 20',000 prison- 


ers confined for miscellaneous of- 
fenses were - released, the govern- 
ment said, and "several hundred 
thousand" were affected by the de- 
cree either by release or reduction 
of sentences. 


Of the 1,056 political prisoners 


confined in penitentiaries 639 were 
liberated, including 12 .men 
who 


had served .nearly ten years.. Of 
983 political offenders in penal col- 
onies 595 were freed. Sentences of 
deportation to the prison islands 
were revoked for 103 nen. 


Described as the most liberal of 


all -amnesties, the document as 
signed by .King. Victor Emanuel 


during the weekend, gives freedom 
to all .prisoners of the state who 
are serving terms of less than five 
years, but with certain restrictions. 


Likewise the political prisoners, 


who are not mentioned as such, 
were somewhat disappointed, since 
none serving more than a five-year 
term is freed. Most of the principal 
political offenders in recent years 
have received longer terms than 
five years. 


However, three years are deduct- 


ed from sentences of from five to 
ten years, and five years from 
sentences of more than ten years. 


The premier in sending the de- 


cree to the king after the council 
had approved it, declared that 
"Italy appears today as the creator 
and initiator of a new civilization."

When the voters arrive at the 


polls they will receive three ballots 
on which their choices are to be 
expressed. One ballot, for presi- 
dent, lists the names of the 
six 


candidates and their running mates 
for vice president. They are:

In Theatre Case 


Wylie Urges Decision in 


Alleged Unfair Trade 


Practices Suit 


Madison—(!P)— Protesting against 


any further delay, Deputy Attorney 
General T. M. Wylie today urged 
the U. S. district court here to ren- 
der its decision in the case of a 
number of large movie theatre cor- 
porations against whom the state 
sought to institute an investigation 
of alleged unfair trade practices 
last March. 


The investigation, wMch was the 
result of complaints by indepen- 
dent move theatre owners that the 
big producing and distributing or- 
ganizations were trying to ' drive 
them out of business was restrain- 
ed through a temporary order of 
the federal court 


On the application of the defend- 


ant film, companies for an interlocu- 
tory injunction against the state, 
arguments were heard last May 14 
and briefs were submitted June 10. 


Pointing out that no action has 


been taken since then Wylie, in a 
memorandum filed with the court 
today on behalf of the state depart- 
ment of markets said: 


"The object of the motion picture 


producers and chains to prevent in- 
vestigation of their practices has 
been effectually accomplished for 
seven months, and the effect of 
these practices soon will have been 
extended for a full year because of 
the seasonal contracting. 


"We submit herewith recent affi- 


davits by managers of independent 
motion picture theatres. 
We file 


these at this time to show the 
court how the "status juo" has been 
maintained by the restraining order 
and the delay. The only status that 
is being preserved is that of non- 
interference wMle the chain tne- 
atres are destroying their indepen- 
dent competitors and subjecting the 
aublic to higher prices than other- 
wise would prevail." 


The independents claim the de- 


fendant film companies are refus- 
ing them first run pictures. Wylie 
also charged that some theatres are 
Deing denied subsequent run pic- 
;ures and are being subjected to 
other objectionable practices in- 
rtuding prices beyond that the pub- j 
lie will pay for old pictures.

sitting and talking in front of a 
boiler. Several times Gobel got up 
and went into a courtyard around 
a corner of the building out of 
Weigand'a sight, the policeman said. 


Presently, he heard Gobel cry 


out: "They've got me!" 


Weigand ran out in time to see 


Gobel mowed down by a fusillade 
of shots. Weigand opened fire on 
two men who answered, and Wei- 
gand Minself went down with bul- 
lets in Ms arms and body. 


An unnamed witness told police 
later he saw four men drive away 
from the plant. 
Gobel was at liberty in bail on 


the Rising Sun brewery case. He 
is one of several witnesses who 
have been eliminated by gangland.

That disaster played no favorites is 
revealed in a Red Cross report 
which shows 62 disasters visited the 
continental United States and 28 
struck insular possessions during 
the fiscal year.

their flocks,, taught 
aiid • recom- 


mended for home use in the nigh 
school- classes. As other' poultry 
raisers notice -the success of 
the 


boys, they are'inclined to adopt, the 
methods .practiced, by the, students. 
The survey was confined to stu- 
dents who are • carrying 
poultry 


raising as their-home,projects.. 


In the total of 26 students, 'Mr. 


Brownson found-in his survey.that 
two students were keeping daily 
production records of their flocks; 
four'.students were keeping, records 
of feed consumption; five were 
keeping»records"... of feed costs; 18 
students were feeding a 
laying 


mash; four- were feeding,-a. mash 
mixed at local elevators; fourteen 
were mixing their own mash at 
home; eight were not-feeding- a 
mash; five -were feeding cod liver 
oil in winter;' six were (using arti- 
ficial-lights in their laying houses; 
fifteen • were confining their: layers 
since October 15 and: intended-to 
do so until late in the spring, four 
are using, substitutes for glass in 
ihe windows of-their coops; .and 
twenty have onl^ one breed of 
hens. 


Class problems on the care and 


feeding of flocks will be based on 
the results of the survey, accord- 
ing to Mr. Brownson.

The first' owner and operator of 


a cheese factory in ^Outagame-co to 
put up American cheese in a five 
pound loaf wrapped in cellophane 
to; prevent moulding and ;the loss of 
moisture, and to make aging to any 
limit, possible is Otto-Brass, route 1. 


He" is using a process invented 


and patented by M. J. Gear, for- 
merly an employee • of the •Kraft- 
Pheriix Company and of several 
other large dairy companies. It is 
said that cheese put up in pack- 
ages- in accordance with the pat- 
entee! process 
always 
improves 


with age and never deteriorates. 


The process consists of-pouring 


the curd in,a, metal, mold about 4 
feet long, and 4 inches square, the 
use of pressure'on the curd, cutting 
the .bars , of ••' cheese -into: loaves of- 
the established length, 
wrapping 


the loaves with cellophane, press- 
ing the -wrapped loaves, four at a 
time, in other' molds, paraffining 
the loaves, and packing four loaves 
in box, for storage, shipment and 
marketing. 


TEere is no line nor cloth cov- 


ering on cheese put up by Mr. 
Brass nor is there any moulding, 
drying xor spoiling 
of the 
cello- 


phaned .loaf. after the loaf is cut 
on the counter "or in the home. The 
last -cut of cheese in "a loaf is as 
perfect as the first cut, according 
to Mr. Brass. The wrapping sticks 
tovthe loaf and is removed only 
from-the slices. 


Mr. Brass puts his cheese into 


the -long molds directly from the 
vat; ^wraps the loaves the., second 
day, 
and. paraffines and-boxes the 


loaves the third day with four 


loaves "in- a box. " The boxes go" in- 
to .storage at: Green Bay. 


Mr. Brass'adopted^ the new pro- 


cess of ^putting ;up<cheeselast April, 
and he is pleased with the'improve- , 
ment. 
His" packages -are- much ' 


neater than pound packages, of 
butter and do away with alL objec- 
tions of retailers to the handling 
of American- cheese. Moreover''- the 
five pound loaf of cheese .will meet 
all "demands,-of _ the -housewife. 


At the farm institute's held last 


week in Shawano-co, E. L-Luther, 
state supervisor of farm institutes, 
Madison, advised the officers and 
members of the Badger 
Consoli- 


dated Cooperative to adopt the 
cellophaned cheese loaf turned out 
by Mr. Brass in all-the cheese fac- 
tories of the cooperative. I hope 
that for your own good you will 
soon use this five pound package," 
declared Mr. Luther. "The pack- 
age will increase the consumption 
of American" cheese."
